PROVISIONS TO BE OPPOSED. 


The weekly meeting of the Dublin Port and 
Docks Board wae held yesterday, Mr. John 
Hollwey, Chairman, presiding. 

A communication was read from the Cork 
Harbour Commissioners stating that at a meet- 
of the Commissioners a resolution, proposed by 
Mr. J. J. Waleh,M.P., and seconded by Mr. Liam 
de Roiste, M.P., was passed, “ repudiating the 
claim of the English Parliament to interfere 
in the affaire of this Board, and pledging our- 
selves to resist by every means in our power 
the application of the Ways and Communica- 
tions Bill to property under our control.” The 
resolutioa further viewed with alarm the pro- 
posal in the English House of Commons “ to 
appropriate the property of the Irish people, 
whether they be roads, railways, canals, rivers, 
or electrical supplies ’’; and called on the Irish 
bodies concerned to join the Cork Commis- 
sionera in formulating an effective scheme of 
national defence, and that a meeting for this 
purpose be held in the Mansion House, Dublin, 
on Wednesday, 12th inet., at 2 p.m. 

A number of members suggested that the 
letter be marked “ Read.” 

Mr. P. T. Daly objected to the letter being 
disposed of in'this way. The gentleman who 
proposed that resolution was at present a guest 


in one of His Majesty's hotels, Ho did not. 


think that the Board should mark this letter 
“ Read,” and he proposed that it be referred 
to the Finance Committce. 

Alderman O’Beirne eaid that the con- 
temptuous attitude of certain members of the 
Board had seen ite day, and had also seen 
tho destruction of the trade and commerce of 
thie country. He could underetand referring 
the matter to a committee of the whole 
Board, but whe contemptuous and eneering 
manner in which one gentleman said ‘ Mark 
it read’ and Sir James Murphy said “ Mark 
it noted ""— 

Sir James Murphy—I said nothing. 

Aiderman ©’ Beirne eaid he accepted Sir 
James Murphy's statemenf, but it was like 
what Sir James. Murphy would have said. 
(laughter.) Whether they liked it or not, they 
did not know what their term of office would 
be, and the very gentlemen who were asso- 
ciated with the mover of the Cork resolution 
might be sitting on that Board beforo five years 
had passed. No one thought the crowned 
heads of Europe would have disappeared as 
they did, and gentlemen who eneered at the 
Cork resolution should take it seriously, and 
not be sneering at the viewa of 75 per cent. 
of the people of Ireland. He eugrested that 
the resolution should be referred to the Finance 
Committee. 

Mr. Baird said that. while he did not sub- 
ecribe to the wording of the document. ne 
thought there was a great deal in what Alder- 
man O’Beirne had said. It would be a great 
mistake to simply pass the document over by 
marking it “ Read.” The eubject wae engaging 
the attention of every large Board in the 
Kingdom, not only in Ireland, but in Great 
Britain, and the Clyde Trust, the Mersoy 


Docks and Harbour Board, and others‘ were -

LAW AGENT’S REPORT. 

The Secretary read a lengthy report, dated 
4th March, on the Ways and Communications 
Bill from Mr. R. A. Andrews, Law Agent to the 
Board, Mr. Andrews stated that on Monday, 
Srd inst., he attended a meeting of the Dock 
and Harbour Authorities Committee at the 
Offices of the Mersey Docks and Harbour Board 
to consider the provisions of the Ways and 
Communications Bill, which was introduced on 
the 26th ult. On the 4th a general meeting 
of Dock and Harbour Authorities was beld at 
39 Victoria street, London (with Mr. T. P. 
O'Connor, M.P., in the chair). The meeting 
unanimously condemned the proposals of the 
bill, which dealt with ports and harbours, and 
decided to take all necessary steps to have the 

rovisions objected to deleted from the bill. 
fe (Mr. Andrews) could only act on the Com- 
mittee if the Board concurred with the other 
authorities in condemning the proposals of the 
bill and authorised him to act accordingly. 
Generally speaking, under the powers of this 
bill it would be open to the Minister of Ways 
and Communications to take over either the 
whole or any part of the port and harbour of 
Dublin, or any plant belonging to the Board. 
He might take over the seme either for a period 
of two years from the passing of the Act, and 
then hand game back to the Board, er he might 
acquire it permanently. In his opinion, the 
powers which this bill would confer upon the 
proposed Minister were of so wide and exten- 
sive a mature that it would be utterly impos- 
sible for them to be adequately and gatisfac- 
torily performed by any one man.

PAY OF OFFICERS AND ENGINEERS, 

The Secretary (Mr. Proud) read a letter from 
Mr. R. N. Sturgeon, General Secretary, National 
Maritime Board, Ministry of Shipping, London, 
stating that a request had been submitted to 
the National Maritime Board, through the 
officers’ organisations, that the question of the 
rates of pay for officers and engineers serving 
in hoppers, dredgers, lightships, or sludge ves- 
sels in the employment of the Dublin Port and 
Docks Board should be taken up by them. The 
National Maritime Board was formed to fix 
rates of pay for crews primarily of ocean-going 
vessels, and the decisions representing agree- 
ments between:the shipowners and the men’s 
representatives had been accepted throughout 
the merchant marine proper. ‘The Board had 
on occasions been requested to adjudicate upon 
rates of pay of crait not strictly sea-going in 
the natyre of their employment. As the de- 
termination by the Board of rates to be applied 
to such craft was dependent on the willingness 
of beth sides to accept the ruling, he asked 
whether they would be prepared to agree to the 
National Maritime Board dealing with the rates 
of pay of the officers of their steamers and to 
accept its decision. 

The Chairman made an order that the letter 
be referred to the Harbour Master for his 
report. 

Alderman Byrne said that a copy of the letter 
should also be sent to the men’s representatives.

IMPORTANT RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The report has been made public of the Vice- 
regal Committee of Inquiry into Primary Educa- 
tion, It bears seventeen signatures, but six of the 
Commissioners have entered reservations on 
It is pointed out in the intro- 
ductory remarks that the recommendations re- 
late not to war conditions, but to the more 
normal and durable etate of affairs which they 
hope is about to ensue. The absence of direct 
and full representation of the managers showed 
clearly that it was not intended that their 
position was to be included in the work of the 
Committee. The Committee considered that 
there was regretable indifference and apathy 
on the part of the public towards educational 
matters in Ireland, The auestion did not 
arouse popular sentiment, much less popular 
enthusiasm. Even to parents the school lives 
of the children were often matters of very 
casual concern. This lack of interest in the 
schools was shown by the fact that in many 
cases the average attendance was not more 
than 60 per cent. of those on the rolls. The 
bad school accommodation, indifferent heating, 
and faulty hygienic conditions are 
tory causes of the poor attendance. The 
general rates of remuneration of teachers are 
altogether insufficient and canse a large num- 
ber of them to live in a state of pecuniary 
anxiety, derogatory to the profession and to 
their social s/atus. The system of grading is 
defective inasmuch as it delegates all assist- 
ante and the principal teachers of schools under 
70. average to the lower grades of the profession. 
Out of 7,782 principal teachers there aro 6,372 
who, however efficient, cannot rise to the 
highest grade. A difference of a unit in the 
average may make a very great difference in 
the salaries of two teachers of similar efficiency 
and service. While the galaries of principal 
feachers of larger schoolg are not in the least 
excessive, those of the principals of small 
schools are much too small in proportion, and 
the Committee deem it essential to retain good 
teachers in the small schools which answer tho 
needs of the scattered population. The Com- 
mittee recommend that assistants should be 
able to proceed to the same maximum ealary 
as principals of schools with an average atiend- 
ance of 50, capitation. allowance and free

exceptional cases. Untrained assistants should 
receive a commencing salary of £60, rising by 
three annual increments of £4 to a maximum 
of £72. In exceptional cases, where untrained 
mistresses are recognised as principals, they 
should receive a fixed salary of £90 per annum, 
without increments. 

All untrained women teachers appointed in 
future should leave the service at marriage, or 
on attaining the age of 30 years.’ They should 
be eligible for a retiring gratuity, provided they 
have served not less than six years, the amount 
to be one month’s salary for each year of ger- 
ie. - 

Junior assistant mistresses should in future 
receive the same rates of salary and be eubject 
to the same conditions on retirement as un- 
trained teachers. 

SPECIAL QUALIFICATIONS. 

Teachers with speciat qualifications should be 
awarded annual bonuses over and above amounts 
of ordinary scale salary as follows: 

(a) Teachers who have successfully completed 
the present three years’ course in one of the re- 
cognised colleges, or, alternatively, who have 
obtained the diploma hy one year’s residence 
and attendance at. lectures during three sessions 
at a university are to receive £5 per annum, 
and if such teachers obtain the higher diploma 
of a university they are to receive an additional 
£5 per annum; (b) Teachers who have obtained 
a university degree to receive £10 per annum; 
(c) Teachers of infants’ schools holding the 
higher Froebel certificate are to receive £5 per 
annum. Teachers shall be eligible for these 
bonuses on receiving the training diploma, and

TRINITY COLLEGE BELFAST 
MISSION. 


THE ANNUAL MEETING, 

The annual meeting of the Trinity. College 
Mission in Belfast was held in the Regent 
House, T.C.D., last night. Rev. N. J. D. 
White, D.D., presided over @ large gathering of 
supporters of the Mission. 

The Hon. Secretary (Rev. BE. C. Hodges, M.A.) 
read the eeventh annual report of the General 
Committee, which stated that the work had grown 
and pered exceodingly in many directions. It 
had me clear to the Commities that the re- 
sponse which the efforts of their workers had 
awakened had made it imperative to provide a 
mission hall. Another important etep which had 
been found necessary was an undertaking to secure, 
by payment of a salary, the services of the lady 
who had done for some age past invaluable work 
among the people of the district, ¢epecially the 
The women 4¢tudents of Trinity Collare 
were organising regular support with this special 
end in view. 6 finances showed a balance on the 
right side, which is a highly creditable result of 
the economical administration of the Head (Mr. 
Hiannan), and the effort made by the people of the 
district iféelf. The report proceeded -—‘ We hope 
that the opportunities which the Mission affords for 
first-hand etudy of the social and religions problems 
of our country will, now that the war is over, at- 
tract more studente ae visitors and ag residents wiil- 
ing to give personal service. The resumption of 
the old dispute between Labonr and Capital makes 
the n of such a spirit among University men 
and women more than ever urgent. Equally im- 
portant at this juncture is it to strengthen every 
link between Irish Churchmen of North and South.” 
The report referred to the lios by death of two 
Vice-Presiients (Rev, Dr. Carleton and Dr. R. Kyle 
Knox), and to the redignation of the Rev. J. H. 
Aleock (treasurer). His office had been assirned 
to Rev. BR. M. Gwynn, who had acted as secretary 
hitherto, and Rev. BE. CG. Hodges bad undertaken 
the post vacated by Mr. Gwynn.

INCREASED EXPORT FACILITIES.

EXPORTS OF SMALL CONSIGNMENTS OF 
TEXTILES. 


The Dublin Chamber of Commerce announce 
that, in order to encourage the export of textiles 
and to relieve exporters as far as possible from 
the necessity of applying for export licences for 
bona fide small consignments, the Directgr of 
the War Trade Department states that he is 
prepared to consider applications for general 
licences to enable firms to export small consign- 
ments to their customers in countries on Section 
C of the Prohibited List, subject to the condi- 
tion that exporters give an undertaking (1) that 
the goods exported to each individual client will 
rot exceed the total value of £5 in any one 
period of two weeks; (2) that every three 
months they will furnish a detailed report of the 
goods exported under the licences, with the 
names and postal address of the consignees. 

Applications for the general licences must 
indicate the countries of destination, and there 
must be in each case a general description of 
the goods which it is proposed to export under 
the licence, but the names of the individual 
clients and detailed particulars of goods need 
not be given. With each application an under- 
taking covering the above-mentioned two condi- 
tions should be transmitted. 

Guarantees against re-export need not be 
furnished save on special request. The licences 
will not, es a general rule, contain a time limit, 
but they will, of course, be subject to revoca- 
tion at any time, should the necessity arise. 
Specific applications should continue to be made 
to the War Trade Department in all cases where 
the value of the consignment exceeds £5 in 
value. The address of the War Trade Depart- 
ment is Central Buildings, Storey’s Gate, West- 
minster, London.

Building Materials. 

In discussions upon the Irish housing 
problem sufficient attention has not been 
devoted to the necessity of stimulating the 
production of building materials in this 
country. So far as we are aware, the 
Government has not taken any action with 
that object; yet it is essential, if the 
proposed housing schemes are to be carried 


our cement and brick-making industries 
shall be developed on a large scale. Unless 
that is done the promise of financial assist- 
ance can be of little use. Before the war 
we imported vast quantities of cement, 
bricks, and fireclay goods from Great 
Britain every year, and were able to obtain 
ample supplies at reasonable prices. Now, 
however, the conditions are very different. 
The cost of building material has quad- 
rupled, there is an insufficiency of 
shipping, and the output from the English 
and Scottish factories is barely sufficient to 
meet the home demand. The shortage will 
become more pronounced as building operas 
tions increase. It is likely, therefore, that 
Irish local authorities will find it impos- 
sible to put their plans into execution 
when they are ready to begin. This is a 
matter to which the Govérnment should 
give serious attention. If the Irish in- 
dustries were developed as they should be, 
not only would this country benefit, but 
the situation in Great Britain would be 
eased considerably. So long ago as 1917 
the Ministry of Reconstruction appointed 
a committee to report on the best method 
of increasing the supply of building 
materials in Great Britain. It made 
certain recommendations which were not 
accepted ; and, because its views were re- 
jected, it refused to make any definite sug- 
gestions concerning Ireland, although it 
admitted that “ immediate action is desir- 
able.” That committee has been dis- 
solved. We suggest that Mr. Macpherson 
should appoint a body of experts to review 
the whole situation without delay.

Sinn Fein and Hunting. 


The first real triumph of Sinn Fein 
policy is announced to-day. Doubtless, it 
will give much satisfaction to the half- 
million Irishmen and Irishwomen who 
supported Mr. de Valera’s party at the 
General Election. The Stewards of the 
Irish National Hunt Club have decided to 
cancel, for the present year, the famous 
race-meeting at Punchestown, and the pro- 
moters of the Ward Union Hunt have 
cancelled the Easter Monday meeting at 
Fairyhousé. These decisions have not been 
taken in any spirit of spite or revenge, 
but out of sheer necessity. The existence 
of the two meetings depends on the pros- 
perity of hunting. Hitherto, with hardly 
an exception, Irishmen of all parties have 
agreed to keep politics out of sport. In 
the worst crises of our national history 
extreme Nationalist and crusted Tory have 
ridden neck-to-neck in the hunting field. 
Each was for the other a good fellow and 
a loyal sportsman, although on the next 
day the Tory might be dining with the 
Lord Lieutenant and the Nationalist might 
be going to jail. That cheerful and honour- 
able convention has kept the rural life of 
Ireland sweet for many generations ; often,, 
indeed, it has been the one thing that 
made it tolerable at all. Now the conven- 
tion has gone—killed by Sinn Fein, which, 
with all its high-sounding ideals, is suc- 
ceeding unly in making Irish life miserable 
for everybody. The Sinn Fein Executive 
decreed that hunting must stop until the 
political prisoners were released. The 
Hunts had as little to do with the intern- 
ment of these men as with the assassina- 
tion of Kurt Eisner; but the execution of 
the decree was as inexorable 4s its impulse 
was illogical. Everywhere throughout Ire- 
land bodies of Sinn Feiners “held up” 
the meets and threatened violence. The 
Masters refused to turn sport into a series 
of sordid squabbles. Hunting has ceased, 
and the famous race-meetings of which the 
Hunts were the raison d’étre have been 
cancelled. Punchestown and Fairyhouse 
have vanished by ofder of the Sinn Fein 
Executive. 

It is announced officially to-day that 
the interned men will be soon at liberty. 
We predicted the Government's decision 
some weeks ago. The men are probably a 
more dangerous cause of political unrest 
in prison than if they were free. Sinn Fein, 
like everybody else, knew that the Lord 
Lieutenant was working for their release ; 
but it was not be baulked of an

Conscription and Peace. 

Last night in the House of Commons a 
Bill enabling the Government to. retain 
naval, military, and air. forces necessary 
and adequate for the Army of Occupation 
and for the maintenance of security and 
order at home and abroad passed its 
second reading. It was strongly opposed 
by the Labour Party, on the ground that 
it was not in keeping with the pledges 
given by the Premier and other Ministers 
at the recent General Election. Mr. J. H. 
Thomas moved its rejection, and accused 
the Government of breach of faith with 
the country. In the opinion of the Opposi- 
tion, an attempt was being made to per- 
petuate compulsory service in Great 
Britain. Mr. Lloyd George had stated in 
1916, when the Conscription Bill was 
passed, that it was merely an emergency 
measure, and that the House would never 
be called upon to renew it. These were 
the chief arguments of the Labour Party. 
The Bill which was read last night is an 
urgent necessity. According to the terms 
of the Conscription Act, all men coming 
within its reach will be demobilised auto- 
matically on the conclusion of peace, or six 
months after the cessation of hostilities, 
whichever date comes first. It is obvious 
that peace will not be signed before May 
11th. The six months will elapse while 
the country is still in a state of war. The 
old Regular Army is no longer adequate 
to our increased military needs. <A volun- 
tary force could not be raised in so short a 
time. The only way out of the difficulty 
is that which has been chosen by the 
Government. Until peace has been signed 
it is essential that we shall have a large 
Even afterwards it is by no means 
certain that we shall be able to dispense 
with armed forces for some time to come. 
The signing of peace is only the first step 
towards its realisation. The carrying out 
of its conditions is the next. If we 
have no Army, Germany will be able 
to laugh at us. With half a million 
British troops at her gates, she will be 
forced to respect our terms, and not until 
they are fulfilled to the letter shall we be 
able to relax our military organisation. 
At the time when the original Conscription 
Bill was passed no one could have foreseen 
the state of affairs which exists in 
Europe to-day. As Mr. Churchill frankly 
admitted last night, he did not even know 
that there was going to be an armistice. 
Certainly nobody foresaw the present state 
of Germany. To insist upon the letter of 
the Military Service Act in the face of the 
general European situation would be sheer 
folly. It is now that the solidarity of the 
nation is being put to the test ; the dangers 
of war have been overcome, but there are 
other dangers just as great. We miist not 
only make peace, we must secure it. To 
that end everything must be sacrificed, 
even party politics. Our Army must be 
kept on the Rhine and in the conquered 
territories until peace has been secured 
beyond a shadow of a doubt. The time 
will not be long, and the conditians under 
which our Army of Occupation is being 
enlisted make the service no hardship, 
Life on the Rhine is very i i 
Unigue opportunities of study .

OBITUARY. 


MR. ARTHUR WILLIAMSON. 

A wide circle of educationists will learn with 
sincere regret of the déath of Mr. Arthur 
Williamson, M.A., Principal of the Technical 
Institute, Rathmines. The end came with 
startling suddenness. He was engaged at his 
duties at the Institute till 10 o'clock on Wed- 
nesday night, and felt no premonition of the 
illness which came upon him about 1 o'clock 
yesterday morning.

_ ‘The Press Association’s Special Correspondent 
in Paris telegraphed yesterday :— 

The British delegation to the Peace Con- 
ference is now fuller, and contains more im- 
portant members than at any moment since 
the beginning of the Conference, and from the 
meeting of the Supreme War Council this after- 
noon, which will be a vitally important one, 
until the departure of Mr. Lloyd George for 
London on or about the 20th inst., every day 
will be crowded with work. . 

Mr. Austen Chamberlain crossed with Mr. 
Lloyd George yesterday, and no moment was 
lost, as Mr. Lloyd George had an important 
conference with him and his advisers on the 
train all the way from Boulogne to Paris. 

In the evening Mr. Lloyd George conferred 
for & long time with Mr. Balfour and Lord 
Milner on the doings of the Conference during 
his absence. It is probable that Mr. Chamber- 
lain, who was accompanied yesterday by Col. 
Locker Lampson, his Parliamentary Secretary, 
will become a member of the Financial Com- 
mission. It is expected that when Mr. Lloyd 
George is compelled to return to London to 
hear the provisional report of the Coal Inquiry 
Committee his visit will be as short as possible. 

THE PRELIMINARY PEACE. 

Mr. Lloyd George this morning received the 
members of the British Delegation. Sir Henry 
Wilson was also present. 

The Zemps says:—Ilt is possible that Mr. 
Lloyd George’s return will enable Lord Milner 
to leave Paris at the end of the week to re- 
turn to London, where urgent matters in con- 
nection with his department call for his atten- 
tion. His absence, it is stated, will be of a 
short duration. There is good reason to be- 
lieve that the terms of the preliminary peace 
will be ready for presentation to the German 
delegates within a weeksafter President, Wilson 's 
arrival on the 14th inst. It appears probable 
that this treaty will in that case be signed by 
the enemy very shortly afterwards, provided 
there is still a responsible Government in ex- 
istence in Germany, where it is realised the 
situation is very critical. 

Yesterday the Commission to co-ordinate the 
work of the various territorial Commissions held 
its first sitting, under the Chairmanship of M. 
Tardieu. The British representative was Sir 
Eyre Crowe. The Commission is also dealing 
with those territorial questions which have not 
been submitted to a special Commission, or 
which have not been reserved by the Council of 
Ten. An example of the first kind is the case 
of Montenegro. Another important work of 
this new Commission will be the co-ordination 
of the decisions of the various territorial Com- 
missions. The tasks of these Commissions 
naturally touch each other. For instance, the 
work of the Commission on Rumanian terri- 
torial claims naturally touches at certain points 
that of the Czecho-Slovak Commission, while 
the latter in turn touches that of the Polish 
Commission. Hence the necessity for this+co- 
ordinating body, which will see to it that the 
frontiers fixed by the various Commissions join 
up properly, and make a coherent whole. 


PUNISHMENT FOR WAR CRIMES. 

The Press Association’s Special Correspondent 
in Paris telegraphed on Thursday :— . 

The report of the Commission dealing with 
the responsibilities for war crimes is expected 
to be ready to-night. Jt will thus be the 
second Commission to complete its task, the 
first, of course, being the League of Naticns 
Commission. The Attorney-General, Sir Gordon 
Hewart, who arrived in Paris yesterday, 
attended the sitting of the Commission last 
night, and was present at the final meeting 
this afternoon. 

The report, it is understood, will not dis- 
appoint those who feel that the authors,’ high 
and low, of the hideous crimes perpetrated by 
the enemy against humanitv and the inter- 
national codes during the past four and a half 
years, should meet with the punishment they 
deserve. 


THE FATE OF MONTENEGRO. 

The Press Association’s Special Correspondent 
in Paris telegraphed on March 6th :— 

The case of the King of Montenegro was 
read to the Council of Ten yesterday by 
General J vosbenovitch, tne Montenegrin 
Minister at Washington, after which the three 
delegates were asked if they had = any 
further statements to make. There 
no discussion, but a memorandum of 
Montenegrin claims will be distributed 
all the members of the Peace Conference and 
the Great Powers will presumably now decide 
the fate of Montenegro. 

The Montenegrin demands include the evacua- 
tion of Montenegrin territory by Serbian 
troops and complete restoration of the 
Monarchy. The King of Montenegro will wait 
in Paris, at any rate, until the decision of the 
Council of Ten is made known. 


ITALIAN BLOCKADE 
JUGO-SLAVS. 

The Press Association's Special Correspondent 
in Paris telegraphed yesterday :— 

It is understood that the British and French 
delegates have been very outspoken in their 
criticism of the blockade which Italy is mafn- 
taining against the whole of the Jugo-Slav 
territory, where there is in consequence a great 
shortage of food. This blockade is Italy’s reply 
to the action of the Jugo-Slavs in recently 
forcing the Italian Mission to leave Laibach. 

It is suggested that if the blockade continues 
America may reconsider her position in the 
matter of relief to Italy. 

REPATRIATION COMMISSION. 

The evidence before the Commission on Re- 
patriation will be added to to-day by the pre- 
sentation of a full set of documents, which have 
been discovered by the Belgian police, contain- 
ing detailed instructions to the German troops 
for the work of destruction in Belgium. These 
documents include papers giving the salaries to 
be paid to the various men in charge, and direc- 
tions as to the methods of destruction to be 
followed. 


OF THE 


SUPREME WAR COUNCIL, 

The following official communigué, dated €th 
March, 1919, has been received from Paris :— 

The Supreme War Council of the Allies met 
to-day from 3 to 6 o'clock.” The Council ac- 
cepted the American proposal that the Com- 
mission should be asked to present with their 
reports conclusions in the form of Articles, to 
be inserted in the peace preliminaries. 

The discussion then turned on the military, 
naval, and air conditions to be imposed on tha 
enemy. The next meeting will take place to- 
morrow at 3 o'clock. 


THE GERMAN FOOD 
PROBLEM. 


In the House of Lords yesterday, 

Viscount Wimborne asked the Government 
what steps, if any, they proposed to take to 
relieve the food situation in Central Europe. 

The Marquis of Lansdowne also asked 
for information on the same subject. He 
said that he regarded with utter dismay the 
condition of things prevailing in Central Europe. 
He was afraid that they were rapidly approach- 
ing a catastrophe which might prove to be one 
of the worst disasters that had ever occurred in 
the history of the world. How long was the 
process o turning the screw and using the 
weapon of starvation by the blockade to go on? 
If it was to continue until a final and complete 
settlement of all outstanding terms was reached, 
the prospect was most disquieting. The danger 
he was afraid of was that everyone in Germany 
would be starved into Bolshevism, and there 
would be no one left to sign terms of peace with 
the Allies. 

Lord Parmoor joined in the appeal. 

The Earl of Crawford replied that the British 
Government did not act alone in this matter. 
The arrangements for the relief of distress in 
Europe were in the hands of the Supreme 
Economic Council in Paris.

THOUSANDS DYING FROM 
DISEASE. 

A Reuter’s message from Stockholm on 
Thursday says:—A telegram from Petrograd 
says—An epidemic of typhoid is raging with 
increased virulence in Russia. In a single 
hospital in Petrograd the deaths from. the 
disease amount to about 8,000 a month. In 
the provinces the mortality is so great that 
the Bolshevik authorities have received an order 
to kill those who are incurable, hoping thus 
to prevent the spread of the disease, which it is 
almost impossible to do by any other means, 
as hardly any means are available.

THE ARCHANGEL FRONT. 


BOLSHEVIK ATTACK ON THE

At 3.50 p.m. on March lst in the Vaga sector 
they opened a heavy bombardment, which was 
at first thought to be a prelimimary to an at- 
tack .on a large ecale. An infantry attack fol- 
lowed, and the enemy succeeded in enveloping 
and capturing the village of Yevsiewskaya. Our 
troops, aficr a gallant resistance all. through 
the day and night, withdrew about a mile early 
in the morning of the 2nd, after inflicting very 
heavy casualties on the enemy. 

Our blockhouses and the village were burnt 
out. Simultaneously with this attack the enemy 
bombarded. the railway front to the west for 
three hours, but no infantry attack followed. 
Elsewhere on the Archangel front there is no- 
thing to report. | 

On the Murmansk front the British have now 
definitely occupied Segeja, the capture of which 
was recently reported, and despite the fact that 
several bridges between that place and Kem are 
broken, this advanced post is being well sup- 
ported and well maintained. In the fighting in 
this sector last week very heavy casualties were 
inflicted on the Bolsheviks.

REPATRIATION OF WAR 
PRISONERS. 


Ma 


Lord Newton, replying to Earl Fortescue in 
the House af Lords yesterday, said that, he did 
not think ‘that the country appreciated the 
great trouble that the Government had taken 


in searching Germany for prisoners of war. 


Every repatriated prisoner was closely ques- 
tioned in regard to missing men. The work of 
repatriation had been carried out in a most 
satisfactory manner. In spite of appalling 
difficulties, by the end of the year 130, pri- 
soners were oo opine 4 and by the middle of 
January virtually every prisoner was repatriated 
ing transferred to this 
country. As a result of exhaustive searches all 
over Germany, only 120 prisoners were dis- 
covered, some of whom said that they desired 
to stay in Germany. There was no reason 
to suppose that the Gefmans were keeping any 
prisoners in hiding, but the Government were 
not taking the matter for granted. There were 
still a number of prisoners to be accounted for. 
A month ago 7,000 men reported*as prisoners 
had not been traced. That 7,000 had been re- 
duced to 2,900, and, no doubt, that number 
would be reduced still further. All the names 
had been forwarded to the Armistice Commis- 
sioners at Spa and to the German Government, 
and the German Government would be called 
upon to account for every one of the men. 
I; was also intended to organise a spécial in- 
vestigation by British officers of the records at 
Frankfort, the Headquarters of the German 
Red Cross. The number of men unaccounted 
for in Turkey was not more than 200 or 300. 
The High Commissioner in Turkey had been in. 
structed to take all steps necessary to trace 
these men. The total number of British pri- 
soners reported to have been taken by the 
Germans was 198,000. and it was to be feared 
that something like 12,000 were dead. 


HOUSING SCHEME FOR IRELAND.

Mr. Macpherson, in answer to Mr. MacVeagh 
in the House of Commons yesterday, said that 
the financial arrangements for the housing 
scheme in Ireland would not be finally settled 
for a day or two. Different arrangements were 
necessary for Ireland, as the circumstances 
were not the same as in Great Britain.

Replying to Mr. MacVeagh, Mr. Macpherson 
stated that in connection with housing schemes 
an equivalent in money would be given to Ireland 
to that given to Great Britain. The question of an 
equivalent grant for Ireland to the grant given 
for roads in Great Britain was under considera- 
tion.

SECOND READING CARRIED 


BY 304 TO 71 VOTES. 
In the House of Commons yesterday, the 
Speaker took the chair at 2.45 p.m. - 
Captain Guest moved the second reading ‘of 
the Naval, Military, and Air Foree Service 
Bill, stating that Mr. Churchill would reply 
on the debate later. He said that the Military 


f 


‘Service Act, 4916, expired automatically on the 


date of the ratification of peace, and there- 
after all men voluntarily enlisted before that 
period, or who came under the compulsory ser- 
vice system, were entitled to discharge with ail 
convenient speed. Legislation, therefore, was 
necessary in order to retain as many men in 
the forces of the Crown as were necessary to 
meet the needs of the immediate military 
situation. The bill enabled the Government to 
and air forces 
as were considered by expert advisers of the 
Government to be necessary and adequate for 
the Army of Occupation in enemy countries, 
and for the maintenance of security and order 
at home and abroad. The operation of the bill 
was strictly limited to April 30th, 1920, and 
the operative clause gave power. to retain the 
services of any man until that date, notwith- 
standing the terms of his service. 
The House and the country in 1916 
approved of the _ principle of compul- 
sory service for the purposes of the war. 
The war was not over yet, and he doubted. 
whether the date of the notification of om 
would prove to be the real termination of the 
war. He submitted that the termination of the 
war meant when the terms of peace were 
secured and the fruits of victory had been 
secured to this country. There were those who 
thought that compulsory service should cease 
automatically on Armistice Day, or certainly 
on the date of the ratification of peace. (Hear, 
hear.) The Government had gone a very long 
way alreddy in that direction. The Secretary 
for War hoped that by the end of May three- 
fourths of the Army would have been demo- 
bilised. ‘Those who opposed this limited exten- 
gion of compulsory service would lay themselves 
open to the charge either that they failed to 
appreciate the realities of the time or that they 
were indifferent to the gathering of the fruits 
o! victory. 


MR. ADAMSON. 


Mr. Adamson said that the people had been 
led to expect that when the peace terms were 
signed we would see the end of compulsory 
military service. He was led to wonder whether 


‘¢here was not a serious attempt being made 


by the naval and military authorities to have 
compulsory service established in this country. 
Evidently the Secretary for War did not put 
much faith in the idea of a League of Nations, 
but the League of Nations had touched the 
imagination. of the world, and, whatever the 
Government might do, Labour would see to it 
that every possible step was taken to make 
such a League successful—so successful as to 
make the introduction of such a measure un- 
necessary, and to end the horrible nightmare 
of war for ever. If there were those who 
thought that we were going to pour out the 
blood of our sons to establish forms of 
overnment desired by certain rer either in 

ussia cr Germany, they would find that they 
were making a serious, mistake. (Hear, hear.) 

i was the business of each country, without 
interference from outside, to establish that form 
of government that met with the approval of 
the majority of its own people. (Hear, hear.) 
He appealed to the Government to withdraw the 
bill. It could only be passed after the 
strenuous opposition of the Labour Party had 
been overcome. 

Colonel A. Buckley said that we needed to 
make it impossible for the war to break out 
again. 

Mr. S. Holmes said that vcluntary enlistment 
would be sufficient for post-war purposes, if pay 
conditions and separation allowances were made 
satisfactory. The bill was unnecessary and ill- 
advised. ,. 

Mr. Alex. Shaw, a Coalition Liberal, referred 
to the Prime Minister’s statement at Bristol, 
that the Compulsory Service Act of 1916 was 
passed to meet, a great emergency, that when 
the emergency was passed the need was passed, 
and the Act would lapse, and that there was no 
intention to renew it. If. he said, the Secretary 
for War thought that this bill was consistent 
with the pledges he gave at the General Elec- 
tion, and that Government candidates were Jed 
to give, to the people, he did not take that 
view. (Hear, hear.) The necessity for the bill 
should have been just as apparent in December 
last as now. He defied Mr. Churchill to say 
that the language used by members of the 
Government at the election was not consistent, 
with an honest intention to allow the present 
Military Service Acts to lapse when their 
allotted term ended. It was so understood by 
plain men. e first necessity was for plain 
dealing. The country must be led to believe 
that when the Government made a statement 
it meant actually what the plain man under- 
stood by it. Without that there would be no 
confidence, and there would be no rest in the 
industrial world. 


THE REJECTION MOVED. 


Mr. J. H. Thomas moved :— 

“This House declines to sanction the second 
reading of a bill which is contrary to the oft- 
repeated pledges given by Ministers during the 
passage of the previous Military Service Act, 
and. which is not in conformity with the de- 
clared policy of the Government at the General 
Election.” 

He said that he could not congratulate the 
Government on introducing such a measure at 
the present time. The Government seemed to 
be entirely ignorant of the feeling in the 
country just now. In less than three months 
after the Prime Minister had characterised as a 
lie the statement that he intended to bring in 
another Conscription Act, the House was faced 
with that very issue. This bill could not be 
separated from the general peace policy of the 
country. If it was going to be assumed that 
the League of Nations was a fraud, or a mere 
phrase, then he agreed that we should be com- 
lled to consider the whole military situation; 
ut if a conscript army was necessary in 
1914 it was unnecessary now that the Central 
Powers had been reduced to a condition of im- 
potence. His alternative to the bill was that 
there should be no departure from the armis- 
tice terms, on which the peace terms were to 
be based, and that the soldier should be treated 
as we would treat a civilian. The Government 
were paying 5s. a week less to the soldier than 
to the unemployed man. (“Oh,” and “No.”) 

Mr. Churchill—What about separation allow- 
ance, rations, lodgings, and medical attend- 
ance? (Cheers.) 

Mr. Thomas maintained that his argument 
was correct in respect of the single men, who 
would form the overwhelming mass of the 
new Army. The real test was to see that a 
man did not lose by being kept in the Army. 
They would be able to get sufficient men if 
they paid them sufficiently well. Referring to 
Captain Guest’s statement about the need for 
forces at home, Mr. Thomas raised the question 
of the position of men who had been de- 
mobilised and placed in the Reserve. — 

Mr. Churchill. said that he was not taking 

ower to recall demobilised men. When the 

ilitary Service Acts lapsed, as they would do 
when peace was ratified, these men would pass 
out of the control of the Army.- 

Mr. Thomas (continuing) maintained that this 
was a Conscription Bill, which would make us 
a conscript country. (Cries of “No,” and 
“Yes,” and an Hon. Member—“It is a tem- 
porary measure.) The last Military Service 
Act was said to be a temporary measure. The 
Labour Party would not only oppose the bill, 
but they would make the people in the country 
clearly understand what it meant. It was

From the French point of view, added the 
Marshal, the League would relieve France of a 
burden which had weighed upon her for forty 
years, and would leave her free to devote her 
thoughts to construction instead of to destruc- 
tion.

We must make it our own, an w 
it as a heritage upon our children. Your own 
great soldier, Grant, summed up in four words 
the yearning of the world: ‘ Let us have peace.’ 
That is the general aspiration to-day.”

NAVAL PEACE TERMS. 


The Press Association’s Special Correspondent 
telegraphed from Paris yesterday :—At the Press 
reception. to-night at the Quai d’Orsay, M. 
Tardieu said that the food situation in Germany 
was certainly one of great difficulty. . The 
Allies, however, were making every effort to 
ensure the speedy transport of supplies thither. 
Reports on the conditions in Austgia and 
Bohemia would be presented to the Conferente 
to-morrow. 

Continuing, M. Tardieu said that the Council 
of Ten to-day considered the draft of the naval 
peace terms, and practically reached an agree- 
ment. The examination of the military terms 
was reserved until to-morrow, as an éxchange 
of views is necessary to settle the question as 
to whether terms still more rigorous than those 
recommended by the military advisers of the 
Council should be imposed on the enemy—a 
course which was favoured in principle by all 
the members of the Council present. 


AMERICAN WARNING TO ITALY.

PRESIDENT WILSON AND 


IRELAND. 


Although the House of Representatives, by a 
vote of 216 to 41, adopted a resolution request- 
ing the Peace Conference to consider the right 
of Ireland to “‘ self-deterniination,” says the 
Washington Correspondent:of the Morning Post, 
Mr. Wilson need not officially know of it, as the 
Senate failed to act on the resolution, and it, 
therefore, has no formal standing. While Mr. 
Wilson recognises the existence of the Irfsh 
question, and regrots that it should be an issue 
in American politics, and disturb the harmony 
of Anglo-American relations, he regards it as a 
purely domestic matter which England alone 
can settle, but in which no other nation may 
interfere. Attempts to induce the President to 
interfere have been many and persistent, but if 
the President adheres to the course ef action he 
outlined te friends while in Washington, when 
Ireland was under discussion, neither personally 
nor as a member of the American Peace Dele- 
gation, will he bring Ireland into the Peace 
Conference.

THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 


LECTURE BY PROFESSOR R. DONOVAN. 

A lecture was’ delivered last night at the 
A.O.H. Hall, 31 Rutland square, Dublin, by 
Professor Robert Donovan on “A League of 
Nations.” . 

Mr. T. P. O’Brien presided. 

In the course of his lecture, Professor Lono- 
van said that a few weeks ago at the Irish 
Club they had an interesting taik on the sub- 
ject of a League of Nations, and he was sur- 
prised at the scepticism with which the idea of 
the League was received—practical men looked 
upon it as even more visionary than an Irish 
Republic. (Laughter.) In the few weeks that 
had elapsed since then the importance of the 
subject would no longer be denied. Never be- 
fore has the destructive power of war been re- 
vealed to the world as it is to-day. That was 
what had brought this question into the realm 
of practical politics. The League would be the 
final step from barbarism to the completion of 
the work of civilisation. The question arose— 
if the draft of the League were defective, were 
the defects due to the author of the idea or 
to the so-called friends that opportunism had 
won for it at the Peace Conference? He sug- 
gested that Irishmen might be free. to criticise 
the draft without having the charge against 
them of a desire to obstruct the great cause of 
a world peace. A League of Nations, he said

THE NAVY'S COAL > 


SUPPLIES. 


Tho Coal Mines Commission sat again yester- 
day in the King'a Robing Room of the House 
of Lords, under the chairmanship of Mr, Justice 
Sankey. 

Evidence was called as to the methods 
adopted over the retail distribution of coal, 
and the profits of that branch of the industry. 

Sir Leo Chiozza Money asked that the Com- 
mission should be eupplied with memoranda 
of the advice given to the Government which 
led them to take up a certain attitude in regard 
to the distribution and sale of coal supplies. 

The Chairman said that what he suggested at 
first was that they should deal with the facts, 
and they would consider in private the point 
raised by Sir Leo, 

THE RETAILING OF COAL. 

Mr. Frank Pick, Commercial Manager of the 
Underground -Railwaye and the General 
Omnibus Company, gave evidence on the retail 
position. He explained that he was loaned to 
the Coal Mines Department of the Board of 
Trade, and, eubject to the Coal Controller, waa 
in charge of household fucl and light. He said 
that the coal had to be distributed through 
merchanta, factors, and small dealers, and hav- 
ing regard to the whole circumstances he was 
of opinion that the regulations which were 
made under the Coal Prices (Limitation) Act 
meant economic distribution. 

In answer to Mr. Balfour, the witness ex- 
pressed the view that’ it would be impossible 
to continue this system in normal times, be- 
cause that would depend on the merchants and 
dealers. When the Coal Rationing Order was 
brought into being, he said, our original in- 
struction was that there was a shortage of 25 
per cent, below the normal, but it turned 
out to be nearer a 33 per cent, shortage. Since 
January, with the return of the minera to 
work, the position is even better than we esti- 
mated. The shortage is now about 15 per cent., 
and it is improving week by week. ere was 
no co-ordination of price, district by district. 
Tho witness pointed out that the expenses in- 
volved in selling included the prices, transport 
charges, wagon hire, handling, Jabour manage- 
ment, interest and profit. A considerable 
number of men employed in handlin coal were 
asking for improved conditions of pay and 
hours. Their programme was on the lines of 
the miners’ programme. That must be taken 
into account in determining cost to the coal 
consumer. 

Mr, Tawnay—When you have raisod wages, 
have you raised prices ? 

Witness—Yes, exactly to the same extent. 

And you have maintained the margin of 
profit? Yes.

Whatever people may think about com- 
pulsory service in general, there is no necessity 
or compulsory service for the purposes of a 
National Army for a good many years to come, 
because we have an enormous mass of men al- 
ready trained, and it would be quite easy, on & 
voluntary basis, to call up these men as Volun- 
teers. The British Government and jhe British 
military authorities are fighting in Paris for a 
olicy of no conscription throughout Europe, and 
ave demanded. that congcription shall be 
abolished in Germany. We have even put for- 
ward in detail proposals for limiting the German 
military foras to a voluntary Army, on a long- 
service basis, capable of maintaming peace in 
Germany, and not capable of menacing, by 
itself, neighbouring States. 

Dis- 
cussions are, however, still proceeding. Jt is not 
at all impossible that in France, Italy, and the 
United States there may be some system of 
compulsory national service, We shail do our 
utmost to persuade these nations to a different 
course, not by precept only, but by example.

IN DUBLIN. 

The report given out at the office of the 
Public Health Authority of the City of Dublin 
yesterday was that the influenza epidemic was 
running its normal course. No increase in the 
number of those stricken by it wags observable, 
and only seven persons were removed by the 
Corporation ambulances to hospital on the pre- 
vious day. Of course, it was possible that 
patients ‘were conveyed to hospital by other 
means, but, at any rate, there seemed to be a 
decided check to the spread of the disease. The 
number of burials at Giesnevin Cemetery yester- 
day was down considerably as compared with 
the precefing days. 

There are thirty influenza patients at present 
in Galway Workhouse Hospital. Ten died dur- 
ing the week. The Galway Urban Council has 
written to the managers of the local schools 
requesting them to close. 

Some fresh cases of the epidemic have been 
sent into Midleton Fever Hospital, where there 
are amongst the patients five brothers named 
McCarthy, farm iabourers, from Ballinacole, 
under treatment. Their mother, who was the 
first of the family aitacked, has died in the 
hospital during the week.

Some twenty-seven members of the Clerical 
Workers’ Union employed in the sanitary sub- 
offices, food and drugs, meat and dairy im- 
epectore’ offices of the Dublin Corporation 
threatened to etrike yesterday because, owing 
to eome technicality, the imcreased pay éanc- 
tioned at the meeting of the Council on Mon- 
day last had been withheld on the advice of 
the Law Agent.

THE SUPPLIES TO THE FLEET. 

Mr. Walter St. David Jenkins, Deputy-

Mr. Hodges—What actually happened was 
this: that until the coal-owners induced you to 
raise the price you were buying at a lower price 
than the market price, which would have de- 
prived workmen of an advance in wages? 

Witness—Yes, if you put it that way. 

THE USE OF OIL IN THE NAVY. 

Mr. Smillie—If it were possible by the use of 
coal to produce the oil necessary for the Navy 
and our mercantile marine, would not that, to 
an extent, meet the difficulties of the output of 
coal? Yes. 

And if it is known to the Government that it 
is not merely a possibility, but a realised fact, 
that it could produce all the oil required, would 
r to meet 
any rise that might take place in the price of 
coal? I don’t think you would get all the oil 
that you reguire for the Navy out of coal. 

Mr. Smillie—We are long past the experi- 
mental stage, end there is no difficulty in get- 
ting one of the best crude oils from the millions 
of tons of shale which exists at the present time.

Mr. Smillie—I am inclined to think there are 
a number of people who want to avoid any ex- 
periments that would carry it any further.

Young single men would get the 
equivalent of 49s. a week, That onli give 
them pocket money which compared favourably 
with what most of us experienced when we 
were boys—(hear, hear, and laughter—and I 
hope some of it may be saved or sent home. 
in addition, leave had to be arranged for up to 
three months.

They would not only lose all they 
had gained in the war, and throw all the coun- 
tries in which their troops were into an absolute 
welter; they would net only: lose the new pro- 
vinces for which they had become responsible, 
but they would lose their whole Empire as it 
existed before the war.

‘hey were asked—Did not the Government 
foresee this emergency, and, 
did not tell the House at the time? (Opposition 
cheers.) He would tell them the absolute 
truth about it. (Cheers.) As far as he was 
concerned, he admitted that it never occurred 
to him for a moment that this deadlock would 
exist in the future. He did not know that 
there would be an armistice. When the armie- 
tice was declared they were plunged in al] the 
uncertainties of the peace negotiations, and he 
said frankly that he had no idea that the 
whole Army would fly to pieces on the ratifica- 
tion of the Peace Treaty. He therefore re- 
jected the suggestion of bad faith. Certainly 
if they had foreseen the course of events they 
ought to have said to the electors—We are noi 
going to establish a permanent system of con- 
scription, but we might have to have an 
interim Conscription Bill for the winding-up 

riod. They ought to have been told, per- 

aps, but he did not think that the electors 

would have minded a bit. (Cheers.) He he- 
lieved that they were willing to give the Go- 
vernment every facility for bringing their ven- 
ture safely to shore. (Cheers.) There was 
only one alternative: that was to delay the 
signature of peace until such timo as they had 
raised a voluntary Army.

WAR BONUS ON PENSIONS. 
Sir I. Worthington Evans, replying to ques- 
tions by Mr. Pennefather, announced the de- 
cision of the Government with regard, gene- 
rally, to the war bonus on pensions. The pre- 
sent bonus of 20 per cent., payable to disabled 
men and the widows and children of deceased 
men, which was awarded until the end of June 
next, would be extended until the last pay day 
in September next. “This extension applied to 
all pensions and allowances in respect of which 
the war bonus was granted by the Cabinet de- 
cision of Decembet last. As the House was 
aware, the question of granting a similar bonus 
in respect of officers’ pensions and alternative 
pensions for both officers and men and their 
widows, had been for some time under con- 
sideration, and he was glad to say that a de- 
cision had now been reached. For the period 
from Ist January last to the end of September 
next a bonus of 20 per cent. would be added to 
the disability retired pay of officers and the 
disability pensions of nurses and naval warrant 
officers, and to the pensions and children’s al- 
lowances of widows and relatives of officers, 
ranted for service in the war. In the case of 
tegular officers and certain other cases, the re- 
tired pay awarded was a composite sum, cover- 
ing service and disablement. In these cases 
the bonus would be confined to the latter 
element. That was, if would be payable only 

ct of the amounts of disability retired 
pay which would have been awarded to a tem- 
porary officer of the same rank and having 
the same degree of disablement. The bonus- 
would be added also, for the same period, to the 
alternative retired pay of officers, the alter. 
native pensions of men, and the alternative pen- 
sions of the widows of all ranks. In thé case 
of officers and their widows, or their relatives 
there were, however, money limits which pen- 
sions and bonus combined must not exceed. 
Those limits were at the following rates: 
Officers, £500 a year; nurses, £175 a year; naval

rant officers’ widows (exclusive 
£100 a year; officers’ parents or 
year; naval warrant officers’ 

a year. Within these limits, officers of all 
ranks were éli for bonus. He wished to 
emphasise that it was not necessary for officers

prophecy, so will confine myself to facts, and 
leave you to make your own deductions. Our 
business has been founded for about 110 years, 
and durmg that period the house of Crockers, 
almost invarial bly called; has borne an 
honoured reputation, based on the general con- 
duct of its business. By way of exemplifying 
that, I would remind you of what I have stated 
on other occasions—namely, that the 
results we have been able to achieve are not out 
of what ts called “ profiteering; or even to any 
appreciable extent to Government contracts, 
buch as some businesses have had the advantage 
but to the enormous expansion of the busi- 
result of the policy and 
about, faur years ago, 
which have been aasisted by the exceptional 
demands and higher prices. No, gentlemen, the 
economic position of thus country, and I think I 
say of the work! enerally, is strained. 
Economy will have to be the resolve and practice 
of all in their respective spheres and proportions. 
In this connection 1 wowld remind you that our 
business, speaking generally, 
business, but largely one of essentials. We have 
heard a good deal lately’ as to the buyers of 
various commodities hokdimg their hands in 
anticipation of a slump in prices. Í can imagine 
prices of certain commodities beimg reduced from 
various causes, but as regards our own particu- 
lar business the facts do mot seem to suggest 
this. So far as the facts are concerned, | recom- 
mend those who have doubts in their minds as 
to there being any permanently violent fluctua- 
tions in the general commodities in which we 
deal to study the reportd of the Departmental 
set up by the Board of Trade to 
consider the post-war conditioat with regard to 
textales. They will find a great deal of informa- 
tive and interesting matter in those reports, 
and, in view of the conclusions come to and the 
facts related by that Committee, any doubts, in 
their minds will largely be removed. ‘That 
Committee gives illustrations witt regard, for 
instance, to the extending of certain large 
markets from whence demands should be flowing 
into this country, and this serves to ilustnate 
what will happen in other channels which im the 
past have been clogged by unfair competition 
and other causes. 1 am not overlooking the fact 
that Germany in the past was a big customer of 
ours in textiles, among other things; but she 
purchased a great deal of the material from the 
United Kingdo m in a semi-raw state, and one 
cannot conceive that that position will be re- 
newed, at all events for a long period, Although 
we may lose her temporarily as a customer:, yet 
the illustrations I have given you with regard 
to the new marketa which will be open to 'us far 
outweigh this, and suggest to one’s mindi that 
there will be a very heavy demand, andi that 
consequently prices will be maintained, especially 
in view of the increases in the price of labour 
and commodities generally. The tremend¢mus up- 
heaval and dislocation that has arisen owrmg to 
the wer, which has in so large a measure been 
brought to a triumphant conclusion, has opened 
a new era in the history and life of the world, 
and it behoves all of us to study and to en- 
deavour to realise all that it means econo nically, 
to act accordingly, and thus, with stout hearta, 
help to bring about the speedy realisation of a 
happier, more prosperous, and all-round better 
condition of affairs, which I firmly believe will 
be evolved out of present conditions. 

This brings me to the last paragraph but one 
of our report, ned g in this connection I have no
